> SSB does sound great on this RX, but you must play the 
old manual RF gain games.< 


I don't find this necessary on mine; once I find the sweet spot on the BFO, I 
can tune SSB signals (of the same sideband) right across the band, with the 
RF gain right up. This could have something to do with my crappy antenna, 
though... 


>... I can see where a nameplate 
was screwed on, and there are two flat spots under the crinkled paint 
where it looks like serial numbers or labels were ground off --< 


(Out of breath) had to run out to the shack, to be sure mine wasn't stolen... 


<) 


FWIW, my 388 has the Signal Corps nameplate at top center, and it does say 
Collins Radio Co at the bottom; it is s/n 1809, Order 23635 PHILA 53-36. 
There is no other plate or s/n on the panel (there IS a reddish inspection 
stamp near the upper right corner). 


> Front panel is not rack mountable -- it is cut off on both sides 
flush with the side panels. Seems to be a factory cut, not some ham 
with a hacksaw.< 


Dunno how it would've ever been mounted in anything without the sides; sounds 
like someone got tired of taking an extra 2" of space with it not in a rack 
or cabinet, and customized it, no?

Nice posting, Frank, thanks. Yes, a short antenna would let you run 
full RF gain :-) And you may well already have the PD mod -- and yes, 
I'd love a copy of that article, hint hint. 


Re that AGC warmup problem I mentioned -- last nite it seemed that when 

the set is first turned on, the BFO does *xnotx feed into the AGC, very nice. 
But as the AGC warms up after half an hour and starts to "leak", 

the BFO does indeed add to it, until the leakage gets to the point 

where neither the BFO nor the local AM powerhouse can push the S-meter 

past 90. Time to pull that bottom plate and check some voltages.... 


My guess is a previous owner removed the front panel and all nameplates, 
went to a metalworks factory and had the rack sides carefully trimmed off 
(I swear it looks factory-fresh), repainted it, and "forgot" to replace 
the nameplates and handles. FB on the original paint usually being good, 
but mine doesn't even show finger wear around the Ant Trim knob. 


I already fixed the bandswitching drum. Thank the BA List for the hint about 
heating the setscrews with a soldering iron to loosen the Green Glop. 

I can probably loosen up my tuning gears easier than Frank can find why his 
audio and ANL are less than FB. Hmmm, these rigs are old enuf to 

have Black Beauties.... 


Mine does great on the BC band, but I think an HSN article stated a deliberate 
de-sensing circuit in the 513 series on the bottom band, and a simple way 

to bypass it. But most of these thoroughbred radios work better on BC 

and tropical bands with the RF gain backed off anyway. 


I think the dial drums were originally white, and the yellow color is from 
the military MFP varnish overspray. 


I had some success peaking SSB QSOs with the xtal filter last nite, 

tho it is def'ly more suited to notching out single hets than peaking 

a bandpass. I need more practice. I've been using aobut 10:30 and 01:30 
on the BFO pitch for USB and LSB -- should I turn it even farther, like 
maybe 3 KC off center?

Hi Gang, 


OK, the last time I worked on the SRT-14 I had RF coming out. Now I 
decided to see about modulating it. I hooked up a carbon mic to a PL-68 
plug and set the rig up for AM operation. I turned the clip gain to 
center and the %mod to max. Hit PTT on the mic, RF out but no 
modulation. 


Time to dig out the schematic again! Let's see, there's audio at the 
output of the AGC tube, also at the top of the clip gain pot. Nothing 
on the slider. It's a 50K Audio taper Allen-Bradley pot. After digging 
through my pot box I find none. OK, time to take the pot out and 
disassemble it for cleaning. I put it back together and re-install it. 

Now there's audio on the slider but still no modulation. 


More tracing. There's audio at the output of the clipper now and 
also at the output of the 200HzZ-4000Hz band-pass filter. It's present 
at the top of the *MOD pot but not at the slider. Again! Same result 
in my pot box, I've got to get some Audio taper AB pots, got plenty of 
Linear. Take out, clean, install. OK, got low level distorted 
modulation this time. Continue tracing and it's clean all the way to 


the grids of the modulators. Crummy on the plates. Check and see if 
the relay that shorts the modulation transformer for CW operation is 

working. Yes, it's removing the short. Shut down and check for sure 
with an ohmmeter, it's 1 ohm with the relay un-energized and 104 ohms 
when the relay is energized, removing the short. 


Just on an off chance that the 5933 modulators are weak (I don't 
really think so, it wouldn't be so distorted) I substitute a couple 
known good 807's. No luck, it's the same. Could the transformer really 
have a shorted winding? The spark gap is set to the correct gap, but 
the wires that connect it to the secondary of the transformer have been 
really messed with, did someone operate it with the gap disconnected? 


Well, the next session is going to involve disconnecting all the 
leads from the transformer and checking for shorts. If I don't find any 
shorts between the wires, it'll be time to get out the audio gen and 
scope and see if the transformer impedance ratios are OK or if it's 
loading things down.

Lacking an audio oscillator, use the BFO in your receiver to get a sine 
wave signal for alignment. Just tune in a strong AM (what else?!) station 
or use xtal calibrator. 


You need to pad down the output of rx speaker output to a few millivolts. 
Use 2 resistors or a pot. Load speaker output by 1K ohm or more, select 
resistors (or pot) to give about 100:1 reduction, e.g. 1K in series with 10 
ohms to ground, tap off junction. 


You don't want to overload the mic input to xmtr or you'll never get sb 
suppression correct. A nice pure 1000 Hz sine wave is what's wanted here. 


But since you are using your rx to listen to the other sideband while 
making the adjustment, use your computer! If you have DOS 5.0 or later use 
QBASIC supplied with it to generate a 1000 Hz tone! 


>From the DOS prompt, enter: QBASIC. You'll be in an environment that 
looks like a word processor. 


Enter the following 3 lines: 


do 
sound 1000,1 
loop 


Then press Shift-F5 and your computer will produce a 1000 Hz tone. 


To stop the program, press Ctrl-Break and the program lines will reappear. 
To save program for future use, use Alt-F and Save program, enter up to 8 
character name (.BAS is put onto its end automatically). To quit (with or 
without saving), Alt-F then eXit. 


Note: GWBASIC and BASICA from older versions of DOS can be used too but 
needs changes: 


while x=0 
sound 1000,1 
wend 


If you do get a signal this way, you'll have to crack the case (BAers don't 
mind that!) on your computer & tap off the tiny, tinny built-in speaker 
behind the front panel. Same notes as for rx speaker output apply here. 


General note: put a short across the rx's ant terminals to avoid 
overloading it when listening to very strong tx output. Also, rx installed 
in its case helps too. Otherwise you may hear overload products instead of 
the carrier and the other sideband.

I ended up 
buying a capacitor 

that sounds just like the description in the message quoted above. The 
seller told me the capacitor was from a heart defibrillator machine.

I have a Collins 180T2 antenna matching unit - great device, but it 
contains a finely machined ceramic drum which forms the variable inductor 
- by spooling silver tape on or off. 

I got to thinking - I wonder what the ceramic is ? 

Is it beryllium oxide - or if not, what is it likely to be ? 


VVVV Vv 


It is not likely to be beryllia. Most likely it is a form of steatite, a 
common ceramic material used for electrical insulation. 


> I understand beryllium oxide dust is horribly toxic. Can any 
> boatanchorite give some practical guidance on this ? 


Yes, it is quite toxic. If you will go back to the archives to June or 
July of this year, you will find several articles on the subject of 
beryllium oxide and beryllium alloys. 


> While we are on the subject - I am aware that the conduction cooled 
> versions of the 4CX250 used beryllia heat conduction blocks. What about 
> the ceramic in the actual envelope construction of other power tubes ? 


I believe aluminum oxide based ceramics were generally used in ceramic 
insulated tubes. Beryllium oxide is far too expensive for general use as 
well as far too toxic to work with. I believe boron nitride has been 
used in some special applications, however.

Gang: 
Today we made some progress. It's absolutely amazing what you can find 


out using a GOOD tube tester (Yea, I know...the only REAL test is by 
substitution). However, I did manage to find two dead tubes (6BE6 and a 


6BA6 which apparently failed simultaneously, as the receiver was working 
marginally last Thursday and died altogether on Friday during 455 KC 
alignment ) and two very low emission 6BE6s. These just happened to be 


in the 455 KC and 60 KC IF strips! Gosh, imagine that..... put good tubes 
in and the alignment works just fine! In addition, both my 6C4s suffer from low 
emissions....one is only slightly marginal but the other one 


barely moves the meter when going into MERIT test (using an EICO 667 
tube tester). 


I am a little worried about L4 which is the 395 KC oscillator 
inductor....it seems that there are about 7 peaks in the coil...only one 
of which (of course) is the right adjustment. Not only that, but in 
adjusting L4, removing the tweaker causes the core to move ever so 
slightly, detuning the coil. Methinks we might have a bad inductor. 


The 3035 KC IF (T1 & T2) fell right in line first time through. 


My main concern (in addition to L4) is that I can attenuate the signal 
generator (a HP 606C) down to about -78 dBm before I lose the 455 KC 
signal in the noise. I think it should be about 20 dB lower than 
that..... say -95 or -98 dBm. What say ‘ye? 


At any rate, alignment is progressing nicely. Tomorrow we get into the RF 
alignment, so it's gonna be interesting to see if some linearity can be 
established between hi and lo end on the dial.

in the Wilkes-Barre, PA area. An engineer from another station, whom I'll 
call Reggie, and I were swapping lies one night and he told me the story 
of the AM outlet in Berwick(PA) that I'll pass along. 


About 2 days before Xmas 1985, the station mgr called Reggie in a panic. 
His TX went off the air and he'd sold thousands of dollars of XMAS ads 
and couldn't make good on his end of the bargain. 


Reggie and Uncle Bob (his helper) got to the station to find that the IPA 
plate transformer had blown. They researched the part and could not find 
one anywhere in the area.

volts and wired it for 110 VAC on the primary to bring the secondary 
voltage down a ways (these normally work on 220 or 440 VAC on the

winding of the rogue PA plate transformer and they ended up with the 750 
volts they needed to run the IPA.

If you're sure it's the PTO and not the gear train/oldham coupler etc 


I had a PTO that was in very bad shape. It had to be disassembled. I forget 
offhand who made this one, but the compensating stack consisted of a large 
number of tiny metal plates that one could move a bit. The end result was a 
"snake" running parallel to the PTO shaft. A cam attached to the shaft 
followed this "snake." Depending upon whether it was in a valley or peak (am 
I switching metaphors here???) the cam would advance or retard the ferrite 
core on its threaded shaft. Thus, linearity could be obtained. 


Now, the cam consisted of a couple of opposing metal "tongues" with teeny 
springs to maintain a slight pressure against the snake. The pivots for 
these "tongues" (along with almost everthing else in this PTO) were 
corroded, so the pivots didn't. The result was an unpredictable slight jump 
in frequency as the PTO shaft turned, and the tongues bumped along the snake 
rather than sliding smoothly. With a lot of effort, the pivots cleaned up 
and the whole thing now works reasonably well. 


So, the long answer is above. The short answer is (or may be) that my PTO 
had two spots that seemed critical. The ferrite core - threaded shaft was 
one. In mine, despite the amount of corrosion and gunk inside the PTO, it 
was still lubricated and moving freely. However, I cleaned it off and 
re-lubed it just to be sure. The PTO is no fun to get into, so while there, 
do everything! The pivots on the stack cam follower were the other critical 
spot, and showed no signs of lubrication. Others who know lubricants can 
probably give a better answer, but I used a very small amount of light 
"electronic" oil on the cleaned up pivots, and a very small amount of light 
lithium "grease" on the ferrite core's shaft. I also put a small film of 
lithium grease on the "snake" to make the cam action smoother. I have no 
idea if there was any lubrication here originally.

All the ones in my 75S-3 
have been replaced with 6EA8's, and the receiver is better for it, less 
noisy at any rate, and none of the 6EA8's have failed as the 6U8's were 
prone to do after (in a couple of cases) just a few months. The 6DC6's 

seem to work OK. My S-meter cal also settled down after the retube, BTW.

> in the back pages of QST, good deal or a rip-off? I'd like to leave it 


> as stock as possible, but won't turn down any decent mods. 


There was an interesting series of articles recently in the Collins Journal 
about modding 75S receivers, to improve things like notch depth, PTO 
injection, IF and front end gain, suchlike. I haven't seen the need to 

go that far with my 75S-3, but I did have to do the Service Bulletin 1 

mod to £ix spurious oscillations in the variable BFO. There's a SB 2 

mod to reduce hum, if the radio needs it; mine doesn't. 


Also looking for R388 drum slide rule in a color other than dull yellow 
and the calibration procedure for the VFO.

Dear BoatAnchor Radio Members, 

The following are some details about very interesting radio museums 
that can be found in France. The list of museums was provided by Herbert 
Rotscheidt <HR@vxomeg.cern.ch> who lives near Geneva in Switzerland. 

I just returned from 10 days in France. After giving the address for each 
museum, I have added some comments if I visited that particular museum. 


(1) MusEe Cocset (collection privEe), 35 rue Charles de Gaulle, 
51420 Cernay Les Reims. Tel 26 07 30 58. 


This was the best radio museum that I saw in France. It is a MUST SEE 
ATTRACTION if you are near Reims. M. Marcel Cocset for the past 50 years 
has accumulated radio items in perfect restored condition from before 
1900 through the vacuum tube era. Some items that I saw were coherers, 
Blue tubes, French receivers (Ducretet, etc.) in wooden cases, an ENIGMA 
MACHINE (WWII German Code machine), BC-186, -187A, -188A, TBY-8 NAVY T/R, 
SIlver Ghost Amps by Scott, Russian Reciever via the Berlin wall removal, 
WWII French Resistance T/R, Polish Reciever, Nasi Radio Equipment (German 


WWII receivers and transmitters), Wimhurst machines for static 
electricity, and test equipment. All of the equipment was displayed in 
glass cases along the walls and the floors of a two story building. To 
visit M. Cocset it is necessary to speak French and to one day ahead to 
schedule a time when he will be at the museum. The museum is located at 
3 rue Charles de Gaulle in the city Cernay which is just to the east of 
Reimes. His home is located at 35 rue Charles de Gaulle. I other 
words, he has a second building just to house his radio collection. 


(2) Collection-Expo Transmissions Militaires ‘ Le StEphanois # Jean Gonneaud, 
3 rue de l..glise, 30170 Saint Hippolyte du Fort. Tel 66 77 25 70. 

30 annEes de collection radio militaire, 

200 appareils de toutes nationalitEs, et un Jeep-radio ! 

Merci de prendre rendez-vous si vous passez vers le Gard... 


To visit this museum, take the train (TGV) from Paris to Nimes and catch 
the bus to Saint Hippolyte. M. Jean Gonneaud has two rooms next to the 
church in Saint Hippolyte that are devoted completely to military 

radios. I noted the following: SCR 399A/499A (BC 610 operational), 

Mazda tubes (made in France), BC-187A/-186 (SCR-178), S-36a/BC 787, TBY8, 
RAO-7 Scott Marines SCRM, ER 40 Granmont (1934), BC-611C/SCR-536A, 
BC-620, SCR-508/BC-684, S.0.E. Dans le maguit MCR 1, RT/R/p-213, 
AN/GRC-109, BC 1306 French Army GM58 Augmentation, SCR 506A BC 653/652, 
RT-77/GRC-9, BC-191 Transmitter, BC-312 Receiver, BC 348, Telefunken Type 
5 127 KW/5, SCR-284, WireSet 19 from UK, Midget Receiver TYpe 31/1 
"Secret Receiver", SCR 508 with US Army Postes Radio 1943 in Jeep, plus a 
lot more. A knowledge of French is required and worth the trip for WWII 
US/French gear. 


(3) MusEe de Radio France, 116 Av du Pdt Kennedy, 75116 Paris Cedex.

Overall tour of radio history in Paris. Not as much equipment as the 
private museums. French required to understand guide unless you can get 
a special English tour. 


(4) Arromanches Musee du Debarquement 


If you go to Normandy where the D-day invasion took place check out the 
museum at Arromanches. They had BC-312, BC-611, Scr-578A, British WS-19 
(English and Russian letters), SCR-506 + Quartz Marker, BC-221/BC-222 
Frequency Calibrators, SW/BD British Battery Charger, Phillips 
Communication Receiver PCR ZA26707, and Marconi "Yoeman" 0.4 to 1.0 MHz 
receiver. Strictly WWII D-day gear. This was the only place where 
English speaking guides were provided. 


(5) MusEe de la TSF - Radio Ardennes, 184 Av Ch. De Gaulle, 
08000 Charleville-MEziEres. Tel 24 56 12 41. 


Rene and Reine Roze will be happy to show you this collection set up in 
an old radio manufacturing factory. Besides radios, a lot of science 
fair like demonstrations. Have you ever seen sound from a speaker blow 
out a candle or levitate a ping pong ball? Interesting "Enchanted Forest" 
display that the kids will like. Bring someone along to translate French.

This thread goes back to April and May, so I'll summarize a bit: I had distortion 
in an Hammarlund SP-600 and introduced a modification to increase AVC drive, which 
eliminated the distortion. 


Thanks to Jim, WL7CMQ, Grant, NQ5T, Ross, KB9JIJR, Don, N3RHT, Bill, WBOCLD, Al, 
N3FRQ, and Bob, K9EUI for their informative and helpful postings and replies. 


Bob's admonition "NOW LISTEN UP!" and 


AL KLASE'S LAW: 
"Ten megs is trouble. One meg is a disaster!" 


were the clues I needed. I replaced all the old black molded paper capacitors in 
the AVC circuits (and almost all the paper caps in the rest of the radio also, and 
some micas, and some resistors that had drifted high), and removed the unnecessary 
modification. 


It works great! Distortion is under 2% up to about 250,000 uV. 

Maybe I knew more about leaky capacitors in my boatanchors in the 40's. But they 
weren't boatanchors then - they were newer, and the x condensers * hadn't begun to 
leak yet. In recent years, building solid-state transceivers and transverters, I 
even use one meg resistors as stand-offs in dead-bug construction, thinking "one 
meg = infinite". Just shows I should'a stuck with firebottles. 

Thanks again to Al and Bob for the "change the caps" directives. But, WOW!, what a 
job; in the front end, inside the transformer cans ... Still, it's worth the 
effort - the Super-Pro sure is super!

Gang, 
Here's what I've found so far in the radios I picked up over the weekend: 


R-42 reproducer 

This is the speaker cabinet that had the male line cord on it. Additionally 
both screws on the terminal strip were missing so the owner ran the wire through 
the screws holes and soldered it to the tabs inside. Jeez. Upon opening the 
back, I discovered the speaker was barely held to the plywood with two sheet 
metal screws. A third wood screw was found laying inside. I took the speaker 
out and then removed all the hardware holding the plywood in place. I then re- 
attached the speaker to the plywood as it was done at the factory(or close to 
it) and put the whole thing back together. Hooked it up to an SX-43 and presto! 
Audio and lots of it! What a great sounding cabinet for an 8" speaker! 


SX-24 

I really hesitated buying this radio since it was missing the S-meter. The 
rest of the radio was all there and looked in pretty decent shape. The guy 
wanted $30, but took $25 so I bought it. Checked the tubes and found everything 
to be in order. Had a look underneath(it's missing the bottom cover) and saw 
one wax blob had already barfed it guts. Changed that one out and then brought 
the thing up on a variac. It didn't take long to find out the electrolytic was 
a might weak in capacity. Hmmmmmmm. Jumpered a few in place to keep the hum 
down and was truly amazed at all the stations I was receiving. I played with it 
for about an hour(had it on its side) and noticed another wax blob was starting 
to sizzle and drip wax. I powered it down, changed out another cap, and 
replaced the electrolytic. It's needs the rest of the bypass caps changed yet, 
but what a find sounding radio. 


As a side note I tried using some GoJo on the case. It cleaned up the years 
of goo very nicely. I also tried another brand of hand cleaner made by Sta- 
Lube(product #1210) and it took off more of the dirt than the GoJo did in a side 
by side comparison. I recommend it if you can find it in your area. It comes 
in a can or a blue squeeze tube. 


Gonset Communicator III 

I didn't spend much time with this one. Brought it up on a variac and heard 
some sparking noises in the power supply. Pulled the supply out and looked it 
over, but didn't see anything out of line. Powering it up outside the radio, it 
seemed to be ok. Put everything back together and stuck it on the shelf. I did 
try a couple crystals in the other Gonset I have(CD yellow), but it wouldn't 
transmit. Didn't even get a meter indication of any kind. I'll save those two 
for a rainy day. Is there any spectrum space available for two meter AM? The 
Sta-Lube did a fine job on the nicotine. There's definitely a nice white radio 
under there. 


SX-42 

I saved the best for last. This is a nice radio, but has seen better days 
cosmetically. My friend thinks it might have been used aboard a ship because of 
some of the corrosion. All the potted metal parts have a white, flaky powder on 
them and the front panel has some rust dots coming through. I'm not sure the 
rust will come off without damaging the paint. The radio is complete, however, 
and might be worth the effort of complete restoration. The final inspection tag 
is still on the power cord(the cord is shot, tho) and shows a 6-12-47 inspection 
date. I repeated the same check out procedure as the SX-24. Tubes are all 
good, most of the caps had been replaced with silver micas and I can see some 
resistors have been changed. I brought it up on the variac and didn't see any 
smoke or smell anything funny. I did get some stations, but not nearly as well 
as the other radio. The two upper FM bands are completely dead. Some contact 
cleaner on the bandswitch helped things on the AM bands, but the FM still 
refuses to operate. The oscillator tube (7A8) is a tad weak, but I don't think 
this is the problem. Without a schematic, it's a little tough to proceed. I 
think it will be a nice radio when it's finished, tho. 

That's the story so far. The SX-24 needs an S-meter and a recap job to be a 
fine unit. The Gonsets will get there eventually. The SX-42 will also, I 
think. Now I need to get a bigger house. Back to the bench...

According to a HRO 50 ad in QST the Sr thru HRO-7 coils should not be 
tried in the 50 or the 60. The contact buttons are a couple of mm 
taller on the older coils and forcing them into a HRO 50 or 60 may 
break the contacts inside the rcvr. 


The higher freq coils in the 60 are double conversion so not compatable 
with any of the others. 


The RAS has a different IF so tends not to track right (but I've seen 
notes where folks have made them work).

Greetings Fellow Boatanchor Fans: 


I have been following the thread on the use of the energy storage capacitors for 
filters in dc supplies and would like to add my testimonial for what its worth. 
I have just completed the construction of a Class C amp and modulator. The power 
supplies for this unit run at 2000 v (1800 loaded) and 1600 v (1500 loaded). 
Both use these "magic" energy storage capacitors. The two together occupy the 
space of one "normal" capacitor. They are both capacitor input filter supplies 
and do not use step-start. They fire right up without a groan and the ripple is 
way below 1% at full power. 


The trick on these units is to operate them way below their max voltage ratings. 


I wouldn't go beyond 50% on a 5KV device although 60% (3KV) is probably OK. The 
Capacitors I have run without any noticeable heating and seem to work just fine. 
I have spares in case these die prematurely, but I doubt they will. By the way 
you can tell they are for defibrillators if there is a measurement of the exact 
Capacitance as well as the nominal capacitance. The calibration of 
defibrillators to make sure they have the right number of joules stored in the 
discharge circuit is apparently quite critical. 


These units have been all over the swaps out here in Northern California at 
prices as low as $3 a piece! Most people think they are motor starting caps. 
Based on my experience, if you can find some, pick them up. The "secret", I 
believe, is in the structure of the innards. These devices when originally 
purchased are very expensive. They have to have high capacitance per unit volume 
PLUS low inductance and low internal resistance. They are made to dump a lot of 
joules real fast. Regular oil caps are made to meet a certain price point and 
the tradeoff is the volume of the can. The ones I have are made by Maxwell 
Laboratories.
